‘The present position can be 
described therefore as mark-

In this development, which 
is so closely connected with 
the change that has come over 
of the United States vis-a-vis 
the European interests is caus- 
ing some uncertainty. That 
the interests of Western Eu- 
ropean oil interests and those 
of the United States do not 
at the moment march hand in 
hand has become all too notice- 
able in Middle Eastern affairs.

One other By-product of 
the renewal of the internal 
troubles in the oil producing 
states of the Middle East has 
to be noted. A short ago 
there was increasing’ inclina- 
tion to write off the Haifa 
Refinery as no longer impor- 
tant in these changed circum- 
stances. But with uncertainty 
about the fu of Abadan 
and the Syrian, Lebanese and 
Iraqi Refineries, the tendency 
is again to look upon Haifa 
as a useful item in reserve 
but probably as no more than 
that. However the whole si- 
tuation is fluid and unpredic- 
table developments may 
change the picture again. 


The Oil Committee of OEEC 
concluded its Report with the 
warning that “oil consumption 
will continue to rise after 
1952/3 necessitating the build- 
ing of further refining ca- 
pacity.” 

It can therefore be said that 
— if the West does not lose 
its hold on the Middle East — 
the Middle East Refineries 
may come into their own 
again, particularly if the Asi- 
atic markets are not closed to 
them. While Haifa's short 
term importance for the West 
has been greatly reduced, its 
long term importance is still 
undecided and may again be- 
come considerable.

The West argues that the 
Atlantic Treaty is nothing

As it looks from Paris, 
there is therefore a lot 
more room for horse-trading 
but ultimately the bargain — 
a mutually acceptable agenda 
— is going to be struck. 
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
